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DEATH'S TRAP.

More Bodies Taken from the Burned
Bowery Tenement.

There Are Nineteen Dead So Far
and Two Dying.

The Building Wu So Surrounded That a,
Flro There meant Death to Many Fire-

men Digging at the Rain. To.Day Some
of the Injured Dlo In tho Hospital
Heart-Dreakl- ng Scene at tho Moreno
This Morning Nineteen Cofnn Hanged
Side by Sldo A Husband Wuoo Entire
Family Wu Darned to Death Where
Doea the Terrible Reaponalblllty Rest

Tho awful fire in tho Bowery already num.
bers ninoteon victims, with tho probability
that at least two others will dio before y

is ended.
The eoene at the Morgue is sickening and

horrible.
On the slabs, ranged along both sides of

the long building, are nineteen pine coffins,
each containing tho burned and disfigured
remains of a human being.

Ontsido, clustered about tho entrance, have
been all day a score of hoggard-faoe-d people,
the friends or relatives of somo of the vie
time of the holocaust.

Nevor was there a more complete flro-tra- p :

than the roar tenement at 197 Bowery.
The owner, Abraham Stern, a lawyer, pur-

chased tho property recently. He rebuilt and
refitted the building for a tenement. It was
six stories high, and had a floor surface of
25 by 45 fcot On two side it adjoined other
buildings. There was a space 7 feet

How the fire started is still a mystery, but

it Is supposed that a gas or oil stove exploded
and started tho fire.

Tho building, Ukamony- - another rear tene-
ment, was crowded full of people.

In its narrow limits eighty people were
working yesterday afternoon. More than
half of them were women or girls, and all
Were Polish and Russian Jews.

Tho firo spread bo rapidly, and the smoke
was so denso that tho inmates became frantlo
and panio-stricke- Many leaped from win-
dows and but many others only

I sank down and awaited their fate.
For an hour after the firo tho stores and

hallways of the neighborhood wore flUod
with burned and frenzied persons who had
osoapod from tho fire with their lives.

Tho fire was subdued in a littlo more than
an hour, and for three hours after the fire- -.

men worked in tho ruins for tho recovery of
the bodies of tho victims.

Fifteen bodies were found and removed to
, tho Morgue last night.

DIED IN THE HOSPITALS.

Isaiah Spend, a tailor, was found alive and,
taken to Qouvomeur Hospital, but died on
the way.

Ida Frank, a beautiful girl .of fifteen years
of ago, was token to St. Vincent's Hospital.
She had leaped from a window and had re-
ceived a compound fracture of the skull.
She was alivo at noon, but her recovery is
impossible.

Another young woman, who was horribly
burned about the face, arms and abdomen,
was taken to Bellovue Hospital, whero she
died in great agony this morning.

A few minutes after her death a sad-fac-

young man called, and upon soeing tho re-
mains burst into tears. He said she was his
sweetheart and her name was Sarah Blum,
and her brother, Sigismund Blum, was too ill
from shook to como to tho hospital. The

1 woman was twenty-on- e years of age and lived
ivith her brother at 22 Allen street.

UODJS BODIES yOUWD

This morning the firemen made another
thorough scorch of the ruins. There is not
a timber unbumod in the building, and the
firemen were obliged to turn ovor masses of
debris of all sorts.

Their Bearoh resulted In tho finding of
three more bodies, ono a woman, and the
others men.

Tho woman was first taken to tho Morgue,
aud there Joseph Grauf. who was one of the' group about the entranoe, Identified her as
his wife.

His grief was agonizing. Ho had lost his
whole family in the firo his wife, who was
about to become a mother, and Joseph and

, Oelia, aged seven and four years respectively.
He wrung his hands and gasped, but no

tear bedewed his oyes. His grief was all.
consuming as he stood over the terribly
burned remains of his wife. Both her hands
wore completely burned off, and her head
was burned to a charcoal.

HUBXED so a cnisp.
The bodies at the Morguo are horrible to

look upon. Hands aro burned off, heads ore
burnod to a crisp, and in ono or two cases the
bowels of tho unfortunates are exposed.

Two bodies were entirely shorn of limbs
by tho fire.

A singular faot is that although more than
half of tho eighty inmates of tho trap were
female, only three fatalities occurred among
them.

Druggist B. H. Luthen relates that
he saw Ida Frank leap from a third-stor- y

window into the court in
front. A man stood in the window above
the mo from whioh she leaped. He aoted as
if ho contemplated leaping, but desisted be-
cause tho girl's form lay on tho utonos bolow.
Finally, whon the fire was roaring at his very
back, ho leaped.

He landed on the head of the prostrate girl

head first, and it is supposed that the blow
fractured hor skull. The man wa3 killed
Instantly.

A crowd of 200 people has lingered all day
about the entranoe to tho narrow passage
leading to the sepulchre behind 197 Bowery,
but a squad of policemen has kept them baok
while the men from Truok No. 8 worked in
tho ruins,

AN AWTUL DEATn-TBA-

A fireman, speaking of the trap this morn-in- c,

said : " Human ingenuity could not de-
vise a more sure death-tra- p. Thoro is on
iron spike fenoo on tho Simpson Building
adjoining it on the south. It la six feet high
and a complete barrier to those who ascended
to the roof." On the north the People's Theatre stage
adjoins and its roof is forty feet lower than
the roof of the tenement. Then there are the
areas on the other two sides. There was, up
to a few weeks ago, an iron stairway on the
rear side running from the roof to the
ground.. .But recently Abraham Stern, the
owner, removed the upper half, so that es-
cape by way of the roof was entirely cut off.

WHAT THE OWNED BAYS.
When questioned y about the removal

of that stairway, Mr. Stern said ho knew
nothing about it. He also made tho remark-
able statement that the building was not a
tenement at all, and that only Janitor
Stovonson and his family lived in tho
building.

The flromen found bedding and cooking
utensils and stoves on every floor of tho
skoloton of a house, and tho tenants of the
roar tenement, 165 Ohaystie street, state that
a good many of tho tailors lived in tho trap.

SERIOUS OHABOES.

It is said that Abraham Syndor and Henry,
his son, manufacture coats on tho third floor
of 163 Chrystio street, and ono of their win-
dows is within easy reach of tbo windows of
the burned house. It has been asserted that
tho Snyders closed their iron shutters and re-

fused to permit the imprisoned inmates of tho
trap to pass through their place to safety.

Henry Snyder denies this and says that he
assisted, a dozen of the people through his
window. Then the fire became fierce enough
thoro to endanger himself and his stock, and
he closed tho shutter.

Every ono agrees
that if it had not been for their brave work
there would havo beon twice as many lives
lost.

DID'KEEFEK DUGAN HELP?

Held tn 82000 Dull for Forging Thoie.
Workhouao Discharges.

The oaso of Keeper Ignatius Dugau, of the
Jefferson Market Prison, who was arrested
yebterday charged with complicity in secur-
ing tho liberty of prisoners from BlaokweU's
Island by means of discharge papers, to
which the Judge's name was forced, was the
prlnoipal toplo of conversation in tho Ninth
Ward y.

Long before 0 o'clock tho at
Jefferson Market was crowdod with friends
of the keeper, and the spectators waited pa-

tiently for the case to be called.
About 10 o'clock Detective Sergt. McOau-le- y,

of Inspector Byrnes's staff, arrived with
Dugan, and a few minutes later the other
prisoners, Joseph Bellly and Joseph Huff,
were brought in. Dugan exhibited tho great-

est coolness and was inclined to laugh at the
'charges. To on Evening Wobld reporter ho
soldi

' I am perfectly satisfied that the Court
will not believe these duoks. My charaoter has
always been good and theirs hasn't, I have
never furnished any discharge papers to any-
one, and I am so confident of belnir dis-
charged that I have not even retained a
lawyer. In my opinion this is simply a
soheme on the part of these fellows to black-
mail me."

Judgo Ford was telegraphed for and he ar-
rived about 10. 80 this morning from Babylon.
L. r. Haff and Beilly were toktn into one of
the private examination rooms, where the
complaint against Dugan was made out.

The crook who so cleverly forged Justico
Ford's signature and Wilson, who wantod to
secure the release of Edna Olark, will prob-
ably be arrested y.

Tho complaint was drawn up on tho testi-
mony of Judge Ford, and in it Commissioner
Porter ohorges Dugan and MoEntee, tho
crook who is said to have dono tho artistlo
part of the work, with forgery in tho second
dopreo.

Before Judgo Power Dugan waived exam-
ination, and was held in $2,500 bail for a
hearing next Wednesday, Judge Ford
thought that n small sum, but the presiding
magistrate doclined to make it heavier.

Dugan said he could prove conclusively
' that he was Innocent when the proper mo-
ment arrived. Beilly was remanded to tho
House of Detention.

The forgod roleaso upon which Edna Clark
was allowed to leave Blackwell's Island, is a
clever ploc. of work, Judgo Ford's signature
having been almost porfectly imitated.

Dugan expects to be released on bail to-

day.

Ho thon
walked away. Bogors sont ono of his frionds,
a lad named Moore, aftor Dunn with a chaL.
longo to fight at Forty-nint- h stroet aud
Eighth avonuo. Dunn very foolishly

Thon Bogors rofusod to fight until his
brothor could bo summoned from tho car
Btnblos near by.

Dunn laughed and attomptod to walk
away. Uogers booome furious-- . He drow n
pistol and aimed it at Dunn. He pulled tho
trigger. Tho weapon failod to go off. Dunn
hoard tho oliok of tho revolver and facod
about again. ,

"You would shoot mo in tho back, you
snook." ha said.

Thoy were his last words. Sogers tossod
his pistol into his left hand. With tho right
ho drew tho dirk and plunged it into Dunn's
heart. Dunn fell on the sidowalk and dlod
in a few seconds. Bogers fled. Ho was
capturod by Doteotivo Itiloy later tho some
night.

Fourteen witnesses wero at tho Coronor's
office y to testify against him, but not a
lnusolo of Rogers's face moved as one by one
they wont on tbo Btand and gave damaging
evidenco against him.

The jury found a verdict according to tho
facts and Rogers was committod to tho
Tombs to await tho action of tho Qrand Jury.
